Mr. J. B. Kennedy, of the Knights of Columbus 
War News Service, tells how the Knights have under- 
taken’ and succeeded in the work of getting jobs for 
the men returning from overseas: 
“When it was definitely known that the homeward movement of the 
A. &. F. would start promptly and be continued vigorously, the urgent 
necessity of finding employment for these fighting men who had been 
remove for many months from the American labor market, impressed 
itself upon the Knights. Co-opcrating closely with the United States 
t Service, the Knights devised a plan for aiding in the 
Search and allocation of jobs for returned soldiers and sailors—first 
attention being given to overseas vetcrans because they had be®n least 
Mile to help themselves in the matter of employment 
“The Knights’ initial system was, briefly, this: They issued cards 
marked with spaces to contain all information in tabloid form regard- 
ing the soldier or sailor applicant for the job. He was asked what kind 
of work he wanted and where he wanted it, and the K. of C. worker 
aésisting the man to fill out the card was given the white back of the 
ecard for whatever comment he might have to make regarding the appli- 
cant, for the information of prospective employers. 
“The Knights distributed these cards in parcels to their various 
camp buildings and to their overseas secretaries, who, in turn, dis 
tributed them to the soldiers who required employment on their return 
to civil life. The cards were filled in and returned to New Haven K. of 
C. National and International Headquarters. In New Haven the cards 
were copied; the originals filed and the copies forwarded to the Knights 
, of Columbus Councils in localities where the men desired employment. 

These Councils had canvassers who explored the local field for jobs and 
# their explorations were energetic enough to secure, within two weeks, 
jobs for two-thirds of the applicants. 

“This was an efficient and effectual system. But when unemploy 
ment among service men seemed to be on the increase, the Knights sat 
around the council table and decided upon a scientific intensification of 
their employment work. 

“They enraged Peter W. Collins of Chelsea, Mass., 
scientific system. Collins is one of the best known industria! experts in 
the country. For years he was a labor leader, and for other years he 
was employed by the Knights of Columbuy in their lecture campaign 
against extreme radicalism and militant socialism in this country 

“When the war came Collins offered his services to the United 
States Government and was engaged as an industrial expert, his job 
being to visit large munitions and shipbuilding plants and devise ways 
and means for the stimulation of production. His record was remark 
able, so he combined’ diplomacy with aggressiveness and could bring 
both employers and employees to pull together as a unit in making their 
mills and factories and yards to double and triple and quadruple the 
work done in times of peace 

“The war ending, Collins accepted the K. of C. offer to participate 
in their reconstruction work. He made a survey of the entire labor 
situation in this country. P 

“Thus by extensive and intensive effort the Knights are securing 
jobs by the thousands. All told, they have found 25,000 positions for 
service men in lesy than four months intensive oneration of their em- 
ployment and recorstruction service. By actual experiment it has been 
found that the Knights obtain work for two-thirds of the men applying 
to them within two jweeks from the date of application. Like all K. of 
C. work for the mer in the Army, their employment serviee is absolutely 
free of all charge to the men and to the emplovers.”’
